Southampton Evening Echo : 18.10.94 :

This follows on from a previous article that reported a UFO 
sighting over Bishop's Waltham,near Southampton,by Mary Emmett. 
In this article,two boys report that they sighted an object 
that looked like the bars on an electric fire.Also,the article 
showed a crop circle formation,and underneath the headline : 
CEREAL KILLERS : A Bishop's Waltham circle.In fact there have 
never been any crop circles near Bishops Waltham,and the 
formation mentioned,actually appeared in West Sussex.

MYSTERY OF LIGHTS IN THE SKY ABOVE CITY. 


A veteran UFO watcher says he got a shock when he looked up 
at the night sky over Southampton from his bedroom window. 

Two mysterious balls of light were 'clearly visible' as 
Mark Moore and Katie Gulliver watched from their home at 
Elmfield North,Millbrook. 

The mystery sighting has coincided with two other "visits". 
One - described as a rotating circle of lights - was witnessed 
by four security guards at Southampton University.The other, 
a similar sighting,was made a few hours earlier by Beverley 
Petts,of Lordshill. 

Paul Fuller,of Tavistock Close,Romsey, a former member 
of BUFORA,has contacted several airports,the police and the 
Ministry of Defence in his quest for an explanation of Mark 
and Katie's sighting. 

The MoD says there were no unusual radar traces in the 
Southampton area that night,and adds :"We are content that UK 
national security has not been breached". 

Mark said he and Katie noticed two bright balls of lights close 
together at 11.15pm.After a few minutes they rose and passed 
quickly over the flats making a "jet-like noise". 

At nearby Southampton University,security guards are 
convinced they had a close encounter at 5am. 

One of them described seeing "a circle of rays of light 
radiating from a dark core". 

"At one point it was right above me.I called my boss on the 
radio." 

His boss - the 47 year old head of security at the 
university who cannot be identified - said : " It was 
extraordinary.We have been through every rational explanation 
and can come up with nothing".

UFO REPORTS SHOT DOWN BY LASER LIGHT THEORY. 


Reports of spinning circles of light in the clouds had UFO 
watchers in Southampton scanning the night sky over the last 
few weeks. 

The mystery lights have been spotted across the Southampton 
area during the last §Aw days heightening fears that little 
green men might be about to make contact. 

In the early hours of Friday morning four security guards at 
Southampton University claimed to have had a close encounter 
with a huge 'Cartwheel of lights'. 

Their report sparked a flood of calls from residents who 
said they had seen something similar. 

Maria Smith,of Adur Close,Bitterne,was so scared by the 
'sweeping oval of lights' that she could not get back to sleep 
after seeing them at around midnight. 

'I was petrified,' she said. 

And Raymond Ashford,a storage technician at Southampton 
University,said he saw strange circles of 'bluey lights' at 
about 10.30pm. 

But the explanation for the sightings could be a little more 
down to earth. 

Recent firework displays have been accompanied by laser 
light shows and sceptics believe there are behind the wave of 
UFO sightings. 

Marilyn Weeks,of Laser Creations International,said some of 
the descriptions sounded very similar to shows they had staged 
over the last week or so. 

Shows at Netley Marsh and a Southampton University may be 
behind the mystery - but the witnesses were quick to dispute 
this rather more mundane explanation. 

'I've seen laser shows before and this definitely wasn't the 
same',said Maria Smith. 

And the security guard's encounter may remain an enigma 
after a spokesman for Pains Fireworks in Romsey,which organises 
laser shows locally,said there was 'not a chance' of rehearsals 
going on as late as 5am. 

'These boys don't like staying up too late,' he said.

EARTHLINGS NEED NOT FRET OVER SKY LIGHTS. 


FORGET the notion of little green men from somewhere out in 
the Milky Way trying to contact us with colourfull arrays of 
spinning circles. 

What people in the Southampton area spotted in the dark 
skies of late has a moreifaown to earth explanation,according to 
readers who contacted us by the more natural communication of 
the phone. 

Recent firework displays have been enhanced by laser light 
shows and two callers denounced Pains Fireworks explanation 
that there was 'not a chance' of show rehearsals going on at 
Netley Marsh. 

'Yes,it was.' said Pc Chris Small who was on late duties 
last week and drove past the Netley Marsh site.And Andrew 
Warren of Water Lane,Totton agreed.'It was definitely Netley 
Marsh and it was going on until 4am'. 

As far as the lights above Southampton are concerned,Noel 
Kay,of Arundel Road,Boyatt Wood,Eastleigh,described how he had 
followed the lights from Chandler's Ford and found them being 
made from someone operating on a roof in Thomas Lewis Way, 
Portswood. 

'It was like the old war lights.' he said. 'It was very 
effectively done,going right up into the sky,rotating and 
making pretty patterns'.

Network First : 18.10.94 (The program that never was !!!!) :

UFO SIGHTINGS HIT SOUTHAMPTON.

I was contacted by a reporter from the Southampton Evening 
Echo on the 2.11.94 at 7pm,who informed me of the sightings 
as mentioned in the Southern Evening Echo on the 5.11.94.But, 
on the 5.11.94 I receive^ a phone call from Mr L,who at 4.30am 
on the 2.11.94,30mins before the 4 security guards at the 
University saw their object,reported the following sighting : 

'At 4.30am I was leaving my home at Calmore,when I suddenly 
felt a presence around me,as if something or someone else was 
near to me.It was a damp morning,and the over head power cables 
were buzzing (This appears to be a normal happening on damp 
mornings).I suddenly looked up,and there it was,two clusters 
of lights,and from their appearance,they were overlapping each 
other.The two lights appeared to be made up of 15 diamond or 
rugby shaped lights.They then moved off about 500yds to the 
north with an oscillating motion,then suddenly turned back and 
started coming back towards the witness.At this point Mr L got 
into his car and continued to work. 

The above case and other sightings reported to myself and 
to Paul Fuller are still under investigation,and to date no 
more reports have come from the area since the Laser lights 
at an organised fireworks display have packed up and been put 
away for another year.I hope to bring more information on these 
sightings in a future newsletter.
